Among the good. th lugs which have been 
said of Pinafore, I have seen no reference 
to w hat is to me its most wholesome ser­ 
vice. 
I refer to the fact that the so-called 
Moody and Sankey hym ns have been by it 
remanded to their proper place,—light fan­ 
cies and flippant tongues and frolicsome 
moods finding it an am pler and more con­ 
gruous vehicle ot delivery than the “re­ 
vival" strains of former years.

ment is put lortb timidly, but must consci­ 
entiously, and, leat The Atlantic s reputa 
(ion should not be sufficient to float it, let 
me hasten to support it by declaring that 
it iia9 been tentatively exhibited here aud 
there in the most orthodox latitudes with 
approval. I could even quote the vehe­ 
mently cordial assent of a most reverend 
bishop, whom all men, dissenters though 
they be, delight to honor, did not a story 
which he told me at the same time (and

become engaged to marry “a church girl,” 
and on inquiry the nameless secretary 
found that tne prospective m other-in-law 
approved the match. “ Yes, sister Jones, 
she really does seem to be a nice girl, and 
I don’t know as John could have done 
better.”

Powers of a Wax Sculutor. 


Washington Capital. 
Upon reading “ The Owl-Crltic” printed 
in Harper’s Magazine, I am reminded of 
an occurrence, a good many years ago in 
Cincinnati, when the great sculptor, illram 
Powers, was yet youug, aud he had a bard 
time of it to make both ends meet. 
Re 
was then engaged al Dorficnlle’s Museum 
in modeling piaster aud wax figures repre­ 
senting noted characters of that day, and 
had about completed a model of the then 
popular comic actor, Aleck Drake, which 
it was understood was lo be an exact rep­ 
resentation of the actor in complexion, 
stature, and even to the nice details of cos­ 
tume, as he appeared upon the stage while 
singing the comic song (-muled “Love and 
Sausages." 
There were some empirical critics, es­ 
pecially one dilettanti, whose approval of a 
work of art had come to be regarded as a 
necessity to a painter or sculptor it 
the 
latter hoped tor success in that community. 
Powers resolved to break away from these 
critics, or to weaken their influence with 
the public, Aleck Drake being 
his con­ 
fident aud confederate ic the plan. 
The embryo sculptor notified a few of 
the patrons of art in Cincinnati—Nicholas 
Long worth,.I acob Burnet, Peyton Symmes, 
the dilettanti included, et al., tomeet in the 
Museum studio on 
a given Jay, when 
he would have prepared for their inspec­ 
tion the proposed exact wax couuteifeit 
presentment of the noted actor. 
The in­ 
vited persons appeared. 
The room was 
dark; the wax model was screened by a 
cahco curtain. 
All being in readiness to 
each visitor was given a lighted tollow 
dip or candle (there was no gaslight there 
in those days), and requested to examine 
the statue au l piss their opinion?. 
The curtain was removed. 
With the 
lighted candles in hand the art critics 
passed around aud ab >ui the figure, giving 
lnteriectional observations from time to 
time. One thought the figure did not 
staud naturally upon its left leg, the right 
pedal appendage bring too far in ad Vance; 
another that it was u<»t a very striking re ­ 
semblance to Drake’s nose, it was too 
shor.; another discovered that the ears sat 
loo low down in the head; aud still anoth­ 
er took exception to the costume, it hung 
too loose upou 
tne body, aud so on, 
for 
quantity. 
Nicholas 
Long worth, 
who 
had 
been 
quietly 
tak­ 
ing his observation?, and listening all the 
wmle, here brodee in with: 
“ Well, Pow­ 
ers, whether the ot.j ct iou* of these gentle­ 
men be well taken »>r not, I must say I 
I never saw such eyes a? tuose rn au inani­ 
mate form in my lite,’’ and reaching his 
candle close to the model’s face he exclaim­ 
ed: “Look at those eyes; they fairly twin­ 
kle, and seem filled with tears." 
Whereat there was a stir, the wax model 
stepped down from his pedestal, greeting 
th a astonished critics as he moved forward 
with: 
“ Well, these are real tears, and I 
guess you’d have shed them, too, had you 
been compelled, as I have, to look so long 
and intently at that knot hole in the door. 
Gentlemen, come to the tlmatcr to-night, 
and hear me sing “Love and .“Sausages.’’ 
It was this same Nicholas Longworth, 
now deceased,—rest his good Soul ’—who, 
at his own expense, sent Powers to Italy, 
and there maintained him until that sculp­ 
tor’s genius was recognized by all the world 
of art.

Hints that May Be of Advantage to 
Those Whose Dread is Sow Uncon­ 
trollable. 
From the New York San. 
The painful story in last Monday's pa­ 
pers of two happy children killed while 
silting in their garden seat under a tre" My 
a stroke ol lightning, will deepen the horror 
of those who stifler from fear ot lightning. 
The moat agonizing ot all nervous tears is 
that of lightning, and account of those 
whose lives are really embittered by this 
dread would number scores of thousands, 
many ot them persons who know no other 
fear. 
Twenty years ago the writer remembers 
turning with a smile to others who shrank 
and cried at the peals of a terrible storm in 
a country house. The glare of a bolt com* 
mg down the center of the room caught 
the eye at that very Instant; the next was 
an explosion that shook the house, and 
insensibility followed. 
Two men in the 
same room were burned by the same bolt, 
though no lives were lost; but I have never 
been able to smile at lightning agaio. To 
give an idea of the terror left on a nervous 
orgauiziiiou by the shock would involve 
extravagance of terms. 
But, unfortunately, so far from being an 
exceptioD, there are too many who suffer 
the same harassments with me. 
Nor 
are women alone subject to this nervous­ 
ness. 
I knew a school superintendent 
and cinal contractor, a man over 50, 
with a 
large 
family, 
who 
would 
tilde in a closet in a storm, and had been 
known to rush from his bed with fright 
ti lightning. Many will remember the 
Professor at Bowdoin College who always 
retreated to the cellar in a thunder-storm, 
although his house was bristling with 
lightning rods. The strongest man I ever 
knew, who could throw another man 
across the street, and work a haod-press 
in a printing office as it he were a part of 
the machine, was discharged as a reporter 
because his desk was vacant every time 
there was a thunder-storm. The mother 
of Washington was afraid of lightning, 
and never tailed to retreat to her room at 
the first flash of a storm, where she stayed 
until the last flash died away. The phys!, 
cal effects of this fear are most depressing. 
One woman knows when a storm is com­ 
ing hours before, by a prostration of 
strength and spirits, accompanied with 
symptoms like cholera. One of the most 
dauntless young women I know was sick 
in bed for hours after the great storm in 
.Springfield, Mass., last month. She had 
received a shock of lightning years before, 
and never tails tube 111 in a thunder-storm 
since. 
Reason aud study of the laws of light­ 
ning have done much to lessen the fear of 
it. ii is true we live between two maga­ 
zines of electricity—one in the earth and 
the other in the air—and a cloud charged 
\% itll electricity passing over a point or 
b nly Ina negative condition will discharge 
its surplus by the very quickest and 
ilosi congenial medium, 
which 
it 
duds 
in 
the 
human 
body, 
a tree, or house indifferently. But It is 
aho true that, provide the lightning with a 
convenient and easy conductor, in the 
shape ot a stout iron rod higher than any 
point of a house, and reaching well lute) 
the grouud, where electricity may scatter 
harmlessly in the damp eartn, it will pre- 
ii r that conducting rod to any in its vicin­ 
ity, and people who stay indoors in a well 
protectee house are safer from lightning 
i ban any bomb proof from bursting shells. 
Every accident from this cause I ever 
kucw of came from careless exposure in 
situations known lo be unsafe. The first I 
noticed my own accident was that of a 
missionary’s daughter killed while passing 
an open window, just as a woman was on 
Louk island, last summer, while sitliag at 
net sewing machine. 
A young mau id 
Midden, I think, was killed while silting 
out on a porch with his chair tipped back 
aud bis head against the knob of the door­ 
bell, making an excellent connection with 
the bell wire. Many 
men have 
been 
struck while riding into a barn on a load of 
nay. Many wilt remember the frightiul 
calamity a f Scranton, Pennsylvania, where 
a party of women, out "picking berries on 
one of the high hills, crowded into a de­ 
serted log hut in asudden storm,and seven 
were killed by one bolt. 
Steep hills with 
mineral veins cropping out are net places 
for any one to live on who wishes to es­ 
cape lightning, and ^unprotected houses 
there are doubly dangerous. 
ii is never too soon to go in the house 
w hen a storm is rismg. 
When the clouds 
arc tally charged with electricity they are 
most dangerous, and this fluid obeys a 
most subtle attraction which acts at great 
distances and in all directions. A woman 
told me of a bolt which came to her moth­ 
er’s chimney from a rising cloud when the 
sun was shining overhead. N. P. Willis 
writes of a youog girl killed while passing 
under a telegraph wire on the brow of a 
nil), while she was hurrying home before 
a storm. Saturday’s sad accident at Mor­ 
g a n la should warn every mother that it is 
uoi safe to let children stay out of doors 
nil the last minute before the storm falls. 
People should not be foolhardy about sit­ 
ting on porches or by open windows, 
whether the storm is hard or not. 
Mild 
showers often carry a single charge which 
tails with deadly effect. It may or may 
not be fatal to stay out, it is safe to be in 
i be housed ith the windows and doors 
shut. Tse dry air in a house is a readier 
conductor of lightning than the damp air 
outside, and any draught of air invites it. 
A hot fire in a chimney attracts it, so to 
speak, aud it is prudent for those who 
would be sure of safety to use kerosene or 
gas stoves in summer, aud avoid heating 
the chimneys of the house. 
People are 
very ignorant or reckless about light­ 
ning. 
I have seen a 
girl of 
18 
cry mg 
with 
fear 
of 
lightning, 
and running every other moment to the 
window to see if the storm was not abat­ 
ing, unconscious that she was putting her­ 
self in danger. If every one would hurry 
to belier as soon as the storm cloud was 
nail way up the sky, when certain it was 
coming nearer, if they would shut the 
doors and windows, and keep away from 
tin rn atter ward, and from bell wires, stove­ 
pipes, mantels, chimneys, breasts, heaters 
and mirrors, with their silvered backs, 
which carry electricity, aud keep away 
from lightning rods and their vicinity, and 
from metal water spouts, with good rods 
on their houses, they might dismiss the 
tear of lightning from their minds, so tar 
as it is a thing of reason and not of im­ 
pression. 
A good lightning rod is one that is thick 
enough to carry a heavy charge of elec­ 
tricity, not less than three-fonrths of an 
iLch in diameter, which has a point above 
each chimney or pinnacle of tie roof, 
joining the main rod by curves, not angles, 
aud running into the ground down to per­ 
manent moist soil. It should be held by 
glass insulators fixed in blocks of wood 
held to the house by wooden pegs, not 
spiked to tne wall, to give possible con­ 
nection 
with 
the interior. 
Any 
blacksmith can put 
up a rod which 
win be* perfect protection, and it should 
not cast over $12 tor a bouse forty feet 
square and two stories high. When acci­ 
dents happen to a house with lightning- 
rods it is because the rod is too small, or 
not rightly attached, or the ground con­ 
nection is not good. Tne ignorance and 
caieiessness habitual to the American on 
all points not immediately connected with 
his amusement or money-making, are fatal 
to such exact conditions as insure safety 
from lignining. It was exemplified in the 
case ot a friend, who, afraid of lightning, 
slept half the summer lo a newly rented, 
house with a stout rod, till one day, hap­ 
pening to look at the ground connection* 


he found ltrustod in two just above the sod, 
and a hundred times more dangerous than 
no rod at all. 
So far from lightning being a danger 
most difficult to avoid, it has very simple 
laws, and may be almost entirely guarded 
against by groper conductors. Witness 
the British navy, which met 500 disasters 
a year by lightning, till the ships were 
provided with conductors, by which the 
fatalities were reduced to fifty, among 
ships in the tropics, exposed to violent 
storms, and these may be fairly charged 
to carelessness in regard to the conduc­ 
tor?.
